A Mystery of tlie Sen. 


One of tUu most curious finds eyer 


made from the sea was that which 
came to the Azores in 1838.

land of Corvo was then in the posses- 
sion of two runaway British sailors. 
One morning thero drifted ashore a 
craft which had evidently been frozen 
In the ice for a long time. It was an 
ancient and hattered brig, without 
masts, bulwark or name, but the 
hatches were on, the cabin doors fast, 
and the hulk was buoyant. She had lit- 
tle cargo, aud that consisted of skins 
and furs in prime condition. 


No papers were found in the cabin, 


but it was figured that she was a 
sealer or trader, carrying a crew of 
10 or 12, and that she had been pro- 
visioned for a year. 
The flour was 


spoiled, but the beef was perfectly 
preserved. 
She had been abandoned 


when frozen In an iceberg and drifted 
for years. The date of the letter found 
in the forecastle showed that the brig 
had been abandoned nearly half a 
century before. 
The two sailors got 


out the furs, which eventually brought 
them $-1,000, and two barrels of beef 
and then set fire to the -wreck. No trace 
•was ever found of its name or omiors.
